The CUizeit throws out a suggestion, 


relating lo political conditions, which is 
worthy of notice, when it says: 


H is well to remember that our big 


jury of M 000,000 voters is called upon 
rroin time to time to give verdicts in 
cases where even experts are at a loss, or 
al. all events disagree, and that our only 
hope for justice lies in a high average of 
common sense, good judgment and hon- 
esty. 
1C the people get it into their 


heads that wealth comes not by industry, 
thrift and foresight, but by speculation, 
act of legislature, "getting in on the 
ground lloor," and borrowing at ten per 
cent; if they are continually exasperated 
by tbe tergiversations of political ring- 
tnaslirs, and led to believe that the 
eighth and lenth commandments are 
ludicrously archaic for application to 
modem business, we are certain every 
few years to have onr spasms of anxiety. 
It would seem as if the time hud come 
Cor every conscientious man to ask him- 
self if we, or if even he, can afford to 
condone or wink at any act or practice 
which tends to lower the popular ideals 
as to the value and meaning of honesty, 
is it well iu the long run for men who 
respect, integrity and piafer to be person- 
ally upright to find excuses, in their re- 
sponsibilities lo others or to large inter- 
ests, or in apparent political or commer- 
cial necessities, for doing or allowing to 
>e done anything that in itself is essen- 
tially dishonest? It it is just to attri- 
bute, even in part, the shrunken incomes 
and diminishing foi tunes of the last few 
years to the menace of the free coinage 
of silver and the Populist sentiment, is 
il riot pertinent to inquire how far aquies- 
cence in a low standard of integrity has 
been responsible tor these losses? To 
acquire wealth, useful and pleasant as it 
is, is not, after all, the sum of happiness, 
any more than are ligures the only ex- 
piession of progress. To live in a peace- 
able, law-abiding, and God-fearing com- 
munily, to be able to trust your neigh- 
bor, and to be conscious ot a i ight to 
claim his respect are privileges not to be 
despised. It is not the United States 
alone, but tbe modern world of industry 
and commerce, that needs to learn that 
a high standaid of integrity prevailing iu 
the reliijions between man and man is 
the only guarantee of stability and se- 
curity, and that we cannot afford to take 
the hazards of a geneial smash that we 
may seize the profits of immediate and 
venal oppoi'tumlies. This counlry has, 
however, a grealer slake in moral pro- 
gress lhati others. 
We are committed 


to Democracy; other forms of govern- 
ment are too alien to our experience to 
be thought of; and we shall have a 
Democracy and a governmenl corres- 
ponding lo the character of the people. 
Whatever the result of the present elec- 
tion, the apprehensions and actual suf- 
fering which preceded it might alone 
suggest to a candid mind the suspicion 
that sooner or later nations as well as 
individuals have got to take their disci- 
pline whether they learn from it or not.

er in approaching the throne of Grace 
with praise and suppication. 


Thereto! e, I, Grover Cleveland, Presi- 


dent of the United Slates, do hereby 
designate and sel apart Thursday, the 
twenty-sixth day of the present month of 
November, to be kepi and observed as a 
day of lhanksgiving and prayer through 
out. our laud. 


On that day let all our people forego 


their usual work and occupations, and, 
assembled in their accustomed places of 
worship, lei Ihem with one accord render 
thanks to the lluler of the Universe for

under rtiite of November .'!. describing 
the manner iu which Mr. Bryan received 
the news of his defeat: 


This has been a Irving day and night 


for Mr. Bryan's home. 


It is a terrible thing to look upon a 


strong man in the prime of youth and 
see him gather up in his hands the ashes 
of a great mnbition, to watch his face 
and know that he is summoning up all 
the strength of his nature to suppress al- 
ternate agony and joy. 


For hours to-night Mr. Bryan has en- 


dured the torture of suspense. 1 have 
been sitting all evening in the little room 
where three -telegraph operators have 
been receiving the election returns. I 
never saw such a face and i have never 
seen such a man. 


He sat like a general reading the re- 


ports of some great battle in which whole 
armies were swept away. 
Ilia eye never 


changed. 
His countenance was unread- 


able. 


State after State wheeled into line 


against him—North, South, East and 
West. The shrill noise of tlie telegraph 
instruments never ceased. 


He wore a black velvet jacket and a 


pink carnation was stuck in the button- 
bole. At first his little daughters frol- 
icked iu the room where the news was 
being received, but the silence became 
too great. 
The children went away. 


Mrs. Bryan watched her husband's face 
with a look of dread. 


Hours passed, and then the leader went 


up stairs aud stretched himself on his 
bed. In this attitude lie worked out the 
result of tlie national struggle as tlie 
bulletins were brought to him. lie ut- 
tered no sound of despair, but before the 
end came his face was tne face of an old 
man. Tlie revolution wits smashed. 


While the streets of Omaha were still 


filled with the loaring of the mob Mon- 
day night Mr. Bryan went lo bed. His 
iron nerves still supported the tiied brain 
and body, lie slept a dreamless sleep 
and awoke at (I 30 u. m., with bright eyes 
and an appetite that required a big beef- 
steak, an omelette, a disli of potatoes 
and two cups oi coffee.

covered his head aud bowed to the peo- 
ple in the windows. Here and there cries 
for McKinley were heard and the pro- 
cession groaned. The procession halted 
in front of a notary's oflice, Mr. Bryan 
went with the rushing crowd up a dark, 
narrow stairway, and then, with uplifted 
hand, he swore that he was twenty-one 
years old and was entitled to vote, where- 
upon he received a certificate.

friends tried to encircle him. 


"It's all over but tlie shouting," he

Then the procession and the brass baud 


moved on to the polling place, which was 
a fire-engine house.

"I ask you now to manifest your fur- 


ther interest by giving to much of the re- 
mainder of this day as you can to getting 
tbe vote out aud oee to it that eveiy one 
understands Urn form of ballot, so thai 
no mistakes will be made. 
You under- 


stand that in Ibis Stale they have allow- 
ed the bolting Democrats to go on the 
ticket as Djmocrats, and they did il in 
order lo perpelrate a fraud upon the vot- 
ers of this State, and it is the duty of all 
our people to defeat the fraud if they can 
by having people understand jusl how 
Ihe ballot reads, so thai each person can 
vole intelligently.

Michigan Univei slty. 


An Ann Arbor, (Mich.), disp;,.tcli to 


the Chiiiuju Cluoiudt viys: 


borne remarkable experiments have, 


been conducted at the physical laboratory 
of Michigan University lately. Prof. II. 
S. Carhart had chaige of the experiments 
and was;ussisted by llean V. C. Vaughn, 
of the medical department, and Urs. W. 
J. Ilerdman and F. IJ. Kovy. By means 
of skillfully contrived apparatus these 
gentlemen and a few invited guests were 
able to set; the heart pulsations of a liv- 
ing man and watch the play of the bones 
in various parts of the body when in mo- 
tion. It was a marvelous pight and one 
that inspired the less scientific beholders 
with profound awe. 
When the guests 


entered the room in which the experi- 
ments were to be tried there was nothing 
in sight but a lot of familiar electric ap- 
paratus. 


A new induction coil stood on the ta- 


ble. 
1'our cells of a storage battery 


stood under the table. A resistance coil 
stood alongside. A few scraps of insu- 
lated wire, a pair of Crookes tubes and a 
curious looking box completed Hie equip- 
ment. It was soon explained that this 
box was the important element in the ex- 
periment. The spectator was to glue 
bis eyes to the opening at the small end 
and look hard at the black pasteboard iu 
front of him. The room was darkened 
and the battery turned on, a new 
Crookes tube of gieat power being put in 
the circuit. As soon its the box was 
turned toward tbe tube tbe inky dark 
ness of the inferior .of the box disappear- 
ed and the black pasteboard became 
grayish white, like a pane of ground 
glass. 


Professor Carhart then thrust his 


hand between the tube, uow brilliant 
with the peculiar greenish phosphores- 
cent light that accompanies the produc- 
tion of the X-rays and every bone be- 
came distinctly visible on tbe pasteboard 
screen, surrounded by a cloudy outline 
showing the limits of the fleshy covering. 
The X-ray photograph is shadowy, vague 
and unsatisfactory compared to the 're- 
sults obtained in this new manner. The 
thinest gauze more obscures an object, to 
tlie eye in sunlight than did the covering 
of skin and muscle obscure the bones iu 
Professor 
Cat'hart's band. 
Then his 


wrist was put in and his arm to tho 
shoulder. The wrist was turned, the el 
bow flexed and straightened and the arm 
twisted back and forth. It was like 
watching a skeleton iu a slight haze mys- 
teriously endowed wilh the power of self 
emotion. The clothing was no hindrance 
to the vision, the rays passing through 
clothing as readi'.y as tbe naked llesh. 


Then Or. Novy tried a few objects in 


the field, and finally eat before tbe tube 
and allowed the spectators to count his 
ribs. Suddenly it was discoved that the 
heart was visible and that its pulsations 
could be watched and counted. The 
heart was misty in outline, not distinct 
like the bones, but there it was, moving 
regularly, and the spectators "counted its 
pulsations. 
Dr. Ilerdman stood with his 


finger on Dr. Novy's pulse to verify the 
count and make sure it was not the flick- 
ering of the light that misted the eye. 


The inside of the screen 'o the curious 


box was covered wilh a layer of tungs- 
tateof calcium, by means of which layer 
the X-rays were transferred into rays of 
light that affect the eye, thus making 
the X-ray visible. An effort will be 
mane after a while to fix a large screen 
in a doorway, so that all of a large audi- 
ence in a dark room can see the pictures 
simultaneously, the room supplanting 
the box. 
In this way the whole skeleton 


of a man may perhaps be shown at once 
and at the same time walking about.

In the mean'itue liiitisb inllueuce bad 


been at, work in the South. 1'or a long 
time the red men of that section refused 
to listen to their evil counsellors, but at 
last the G.ee.ks were won over, and on 
August 30, 1M3, Ghief lied Ea.gle began 
hostilities by surprising Fori, Minims, 
Alabama, and murdering -100 men, wo- 
tueu and children. 


General .Jackson then took the Held 


against them, and at Iloise Shoe Bend 
(which the Creeks called their Holy 
Ground;, he almost annihilated then 
tiibe. More than a thousand savages 
were killed in this light. 


The Black Hawk war grew out of 


murderson the frontier, beginning about 
IS'l. Things passed from bad to wor.se, 
until 1S32, when black Hawk himself, 
while, bunting in the woods, was set up- 
on by some white men and severely beat- 
en. 
Kveu then there would have beei 


no outbreak had not Keokuk, anothei 
chief of tbe tube, made a treaty of sak 
of the Sac and Fox lands without the 
consent oi Jilack Hawk and a majority 
of their people, in the spring of 183:. 
hostilities were begun between the » bites 
and tbe dissatisfied red men. An inter- 
esting bit of history develops in connec- 
tion w ilh this war. General Scott was 
sent to Fort Dearborn (Chicago), and 
among other ctlicers connected with the 
affair weie Lieutenant Colonel /Cichaiy 
Taylor (afterwards President), Lieuteu 
ant Robert Anderson (afterwards majoi 
general and distinguished iu eonnectioi 
with the bombardment of Fort Sum- 
tei)v Lieutenant Jefferson l)avis (after 
wards United States Senator and 1'resi 
dent of the Confederacy), and LtBUtenam 
David Hunter (afterwards major gener 
al), Private Abraham Lincoln (after 
wards President), was a participant, am 
belonged to Captain lie's company o: 
Illinois Mounted Bangera. Major An 
derson called upon President Lincoln in 
April, IHiil, after the evacuation of Fon 
Suinler, and among other things, the 
following conversation ensued. 
Mr 


Lincoln said : "Major, do you remembe: 
of: ever meeting me before 'f" 


"No, sir; 1 have no recollection o: 


ever having had that pleasure." 


"My memory is better than yours 


then," replied Mr. Lincoln. "You mus 
tered me into the United States service, 
as a high private of Illinois volunteers a 
Dixon's Ferry.in the Black Hawk war.' 


Hostilities in this conflict were termi 


nated by the capture of Chief Black 
Hawk at Bad Axe on August 27, 1832 
from whence ho was seut as a prisoner o 
war under charge o£ Lieutenant Jeffer- 
son Davis to Jefferson Barracks, near St 
Louis, Mo. 


As early as 1703 the Semiuole Indians 


of Florida, then under Spanish rule, be 
gan a series of hostilities against the 
United States which did not end unti! 
1842 General Jackson severely thrashed 
them during tlie war of 1812 and again 
in 1818; and then followed Guinea,Scott, 
Thompson and llaivey, all of whom met 


with more or less disaster until hostil- 
.tic3 were closed by the removal of a ma- 
ority ot the tribe seven hundred miles 
west of the Mississippi. The govern- 
ment paid soraelhiuglike$30,000.000and 
il'teen hundred lives before these war- 
ike men were finally conquered. Osceola, 
the leading chief of the Serninoles, killed 
ienpial Thompson and soms others at 
Fort King, December US, is:,.:, and on 
the same day destroyed Colonel Dade 
ind KB regular soldiers at Great Wahoo 
wamps, forty tniles south of Fort King. 
Then the Serninoles defeated General 
'bnch, December ;)1 following, subse- 
inently checkmated General Scott, and 
nade it more or loss lively fora few oth- 
er generals, among whom were Call. 
Jessup, and Zachary Tavlor. 


The great Sioux war of 18.)°.. which be- 
nn near Fort Laramie, originated iu the 
•tilling of a cow belonging to some Mor- 
uons who were driving a band of cattle 
-awards Salt Lake City. When the In- 
lians were called tipou to surrender the 
brave who had killed the cow they re- 
used to do so, but offered to pay for tbe 
inimal. This proposition was rejected, 
ind an officer and twenty men were sent 
Lo cu'rce them. 
In lifteen minutes this 


detachment wits slain, and a war follow- 
ed which cost tlie United States between 


lo.OOU (10(1 and fc!0,flOO.OOO. 
The biggest ot all Indian wars began 


at Acton, Minnesota, in 1802, and had 
tfl origin in a lot ot mess pork that was 
urnibbeil by the contractors, but which 
was so lank that not even an Indian 
mild stomach it 
The Indians prefer- 


ed death to eating that pork, and so 
-hey took the war palh. 


Generals Sibley and Sully conducted

GOOD KOA1>S 


ATlial Stum- or tho States are 


Important Matt. 


The good roads agitation is bearing 


fruit in several states, says the Aincri- 
fi>i Aijricidturist. 
More or less admir- 


able laws relating to the management of 
roads have been enacted during the last 
two years and form an interesting bulle- 
tin just issued from the office of road in- 
quiry of the department of agriculture. 


The California bureau of highways es- 


tablished this spring, consists of three 
persons appointed for two years at a 
salary of $3,00o per annum each, which 
seems big pay inasmuch as its duty is 
ouly to gather statistics and information 
and to hold a good road institute in each 
county annually. One energetic, com- 
petent man could do all this work quite 
as well as three. 


Contrast the foregoing with the plan 


in thrifty Connecticut, where the three 
state highway commissioners receive $.s 
per day only while employed. It is their 
duty to approve specifications for road 
inprovciueiit and supervise its construc- 
tion, one of their number at least bftinp 
an t*x|*rienced engineer. One-third of 
tho cost of all roads built under their 
.supervision shall be piticl by the state, 
oiie-'Uiiid by the town and one-third In 
the county. The town takes the initia- 
tive in building good roads, and the 
amount of this work in any one year 
shall not exceed half of 1 per cent, of 
the town's assessed valuation, and the 
town thereafter keep the road in repair. 
There ia nolimit to the amount of money 
the state may pay for its share of such 
good roads, except that not over Sl,t)0(> 
of the state's money shall be expended 
in any one town many one year. 
Under 


this iaw, a grand good uiad campaign 
has been inaugurated. 


Massachusetts has gone still further 


and its system of mile-lengths of model 
state road that wera built in the various 
counties last year, has proven so success- 
ful that this year the highway commis- 
sion was given .•54()0,ut)0 for its work. 
The money is obtained by the sale of the 
state's 1 per cent, thirty-year gold bonds: 
the state also furnishes steam rollers 
free to certain towns. 
It is proposed to 


add link alter link to the stretches of 
model road already built, until within a 
few years a system of state highways 
will be completed, when the counties 
tind towns will unite to improve the 
mam ways. In both these states stone 
is abundant and uiacadamUed roads are 
the favorite. 


The use of convicts in road building is 


becoming moie general. 
In California 


a new law provides for rock-crushing 
plants to be operated by convicts and ap- 
propriates £U>,IXH) for the purpose. 
In 


Iowa unused building stone and refuse 
stone shall be broken by convicts at the 
state penitentiary and shall be furnished 
free to the vaiious counties. The ex- 
cellent roads built in certain parts ot 
North Carolina by convicts have led to 
the continuance of the system there, 
which has been very little opposed. 
In 


some sections there is strong feeling 
against having convicts work out on the 
public roads, but there can be no oppo- 
sition to utilizing prison labor in yards 
for preparing stone for the making of 
good roads. If all the now wasted labor 
of inmates in prisons and jails, and the 
grand army of tramps, were utilized iti 
building good roads it would be an im- 
mense saving to the country and a bles- 
sing to the men as well, (iood highways 
and 
good 
waterways,—the people's 


means of transportation, free from cor- 
porate manipu'ation, owned and main- 
tained by the people for their common 
use and heritage—this is a prime i-stie of 
these present days.

Before it is 1111115; up in the smokehouse, 


the entire Mesh surface o£ the hams and 
&houlUeis, and sometimea the middlingo 
iilso, aresi)iinkled thickly with tine black 
liepiier, \isirjg a large liu pepper box to 
upply it. Soraeliuiea a inixLuie of about 
ecjual [iiuis of black and red jiepivir liulps 
very nnicli to impart, a good flavor. The' 
meat is now hung upon sticks oj liooks, 
close together without actually touching, 
and ia ready for smoking. A few live 
coals are laid down, and a small tire is 
made of. some dry stuff. As it gets well 
to Lmiiiiij.;, the (he is smothered witli 
green hickory or oak wood, and a basket 
of green chips from the oak or hickory 
woodpile is kept ouhacd.and used as 
required to keep the fire smothered, in 
order to produce a great smoke and but 
little blaze. It' the chips are too dry, 
thty are kept moist with water. JJo not 
allow the lire to get too large and hot, 
U.us endai gering the meat hung nearest 
it. The fiie mjnires constant care and 
nursing to keep up a good amoke aud no 
blux.o. Oak and hickory chips and wood 
impart the best color to meat, while some 
woods, such as pine, mulberry and per- 
simmon, aie very objectionable, impart- 
ing a disagreeable flavor to the bacon. 
Corncobs make a good smoke, but they 
must be net bet'oie laying on the (ire. 
Smoking half a day tit a time on several 
daya a week lor two or three weeks, will 
bring best results. 


li.icon keeps nouhere so wull as in the 


house where it is smoked. It needs air, 
and a cool, dry, dink room for keeping 
well in summer. Tlie least degree of 
diunpiiras is detrimental, causing the 
b.icim to mold. It has been noticed, 
however, Hint moldy lutcon is seldom in- 
tested with the skippi'r. Some house- 
keepers preseive hams in close boxes or

"American Highways" which is an im- 
portant and comprehensive contribution 
to something that is recognized ;ia having 
an interesting connection with our in- 
dustrial anil agricultural development 
The I'uiverait.y of Yale has made road- 
making part of its curriculum, and lias 
appointed Professor Shnler its geologist; 
but besides this he is u member of the 
M.issachusetts 
Highway Commission 


which 1ms recently been established by 
the J,egis,ature of that State, and his 
opinions ;i.re therefore entitle.1 to con- 
sideration. 


He points out that the people whocol- 


oui/.ed America had no ideas on the sub- 
ject of roads other than those which pre- 
vailed in the ])aik Ages, and tliut.there 
were no well-paved roads in this country 
until after Lsoo. The era of toll roads 
followed, and theu there grew up a sys 
teni of local appropriations, or of enfore 
ed labor for road taxes. This compul 
sory working out of road taxes lie con 
aiders the bane ol American highways 
and lie asserts that there is ao ititermed 
iate method between that of private tol' 
roads and roads coutiolh-d by a State 
commission. 
• On thesnbjectot meUiodsand material 
for roadmaMug ProfessorShaler is prac 
tical and helpful. 
IIo insists that tilt 


macadam toad of broken stone is Hit 
best and that the amorphic trap root 
will give the best results. The value ot 
glacial drift, gravels lor ruudmaking pur- 
poses is strongly dwelt upon by him. 
This gravel is made up of the haul bits 
of roc* swept down by the ice Hoods a 
the glacial epoch from the north and 
drifted into the soil of the whole lake 
region, aud especially of Wisconsin and 
Illinois. Wheelmen who have traveled 
the roads to the northwest of Chicago 
can bear testimony to the excellence of 
this material forcouulry roads, and Pro- 
fessor Shaler says that from Ts'eiv ICng- 
land to Wisconsin 't hardly occurs that 
the wash-drift cannot be found within 
an aiea of ten miles square. Everybody 
who is interested in the betterment of 
country roads should "read, mark aud 
inwardly digest" what Professor Shaler 
has to say on the subject. 


Uo over the orchard frequently and 


know that everything is well with the 
trees. The possibilities or orcharding 
are only to be measured by the ability of 
the man. If there are drawbacks in the 
nature of soil, climate, altitude, lay of 
the land, etc., and no doubt auch draw- 
backs do exist, they are only of minor 
im^ortauce, aud to the thoroughly com- 
petent fruit grower such obstacles are 
really an aid. They put a handsome 
premium upon special knowledge and tit- 
ness for the work of growing and mar- 
keting fruits.

about, says a writer in the Pliila. 2'imen, 
but "there are tricks in every trade," 
and thetB is more than one in washing 
the coarsest of kitchen towels as well as 
the finest dress the baby wears. Then 
another woman says, "Hut I never do 
the wash myself, and there id no need 
for me to know how." 
Maybe yon 


don't; indeed I hope yon don't, but it 
is well to know how it is done, or rather 
how it should be done in order that you 
may have beautiful, snowy linen foi 
your table, and dainty, clean dresses for 
the children. 


Few housekeepers care to send their 


clothes to a laundry, for, putting aside 
the fact lhat it is, nine times out of ten, 
washed with anyone and anyone else's, 
it seldom comes home as it was sent 
away. Usually a number of pieces arc 
missing aud the remainder are washed 
in holes. 


11 used to be that, housekeepers thought 


the clothes were not clean unless they 
were rubbed twice, boiled twice and 
rinsed in three waters. No woman 
nowadays will require a maid to put so 
much useless energy and labor ou any- 
thing, or even if she did require it, suc- 
ceed in getting it done. Most house- 
keepers have a horror of washing fluids. 
Well, so had my mother, and so had 1 
until my motlier-iu-law gave me the re- 
ceipt that [ am going to give you. 
Molher-in-laws's advice is not always 
most acceptable, 1. have heard said, but 
this is an exception to prove the rule, I 
suppose. However, she advised rne to 
get a half-oucne of prepared potash, half- 
ounce of tarter and the same quantity 
of sal-ammoniac. Dissolve in, half gal- 
lon of water, and put. in a covered ves- 
sel, to be used when needed. Tlie whole 
preparation will not cost more than ten 
cents and will serve for use in several 
weeks' wask. 


Have your clothes hunted up the day 


before and gathered together in a Lask- 
et, which should be kept for that pur- 
pose alone. (Jet everything together, 
and don't cany down one thing, then 
another after the maid has begun, for il 
must be exasperating, don't you think, 
not to know just when the wash will be 
done, just when "one more piece" may 
come? I do, and 1 don't blame a girl 
for refusing to work in a house where 
such customs are. 


Instruct the person who is to do the 


wash to be up early, have the boiler of 
water on before she eats her breakfast, 
so lhat the water will be hot when she 
is ready to begin. 
Having put half a 


teacupfnl of the fluid m the water just 
before she is ready to use it, cut her soap 
into her tub in line pieces and pour the 
water from the boiler over it. A great 
many soak the iJothcs over night, and 
it ia a good plan. Put in the 
finer 


clothes first and those thai are leabt 
soiled, and then begins the rubbing. 
Sometimes, if tiie clothas are not much 
soiled, 1 have put them on in the boiler 
wilh the cold water and llmd and let it 
boil toi'BOine twent.v minutes, then this 
is a good plan if the pieces are much 
soiled 


Having rubbed through this water, 


have a boiler of water, cold, and a little 
soap ready. I'ut the clothes in and lei 
boil some fifteen or twenty minutes 
Taken out of this they are ready for the 
rinse water. 
I always insist upon one 


clear waler at leasl before Ihey are put 
into the blue, but rny mother-in-law says 
that is not necessary. 


Every garment should, of course, be 


turned while in the first water, but just 
as necessary is it that it should be re- 
turned before it is put on the line. 
Keep each class of garments by itself, 
that is, tlie dainty cambrics, the chil- 
dren's white dresses and your own. Tlie 
table linen (indeed, this should be wash- 
ed lirst of all); the bed clothes, all to 
themselves, the flannels to themselves, 
the calicoes, the stockings and the little 
articles in like manner. I even like 
thesa put on the line in just the same 
order. 


In hanging the different articles, place 


a sheet double over the line the narrow 
way; 
a tablecloth the same; skirts from 


the band, a wrapper from A straight line 
do^u the back, stockings from the top, 
and so on. Handkerchiefs, collars, laces 
or sucli small articles I do not think it 
beat to hang at all, but simply lay be- 
tween clean cluths and roll, ironing be- 
fore dry. 


A lillle forethought, a little manage- 


ment and a good deal of order will go 
far toward making the household duties 
lighter, and, I believe, if persevered in, 
toward solving this great enigma, the 
servant question. I do not mean to say 
that all our servants are as good as they 
might, be, but I do think that it is in the 
power of the housekeeper to make them 
betler, and that a little more thought, 
and kindness in her own kitchen ia often 
the place where a beginning should be 
made.
